PRIZES OR LOWER PRICES? 
k' Compfltltloa, that halt-forgotten relic of 
tbe buyer'a market, is due to play a return 
engasement. That U the preeuetlon of 
Modem Industry, vhlcb la a pretty reliable 
'pulse-taUsg masBzlne of indtutrlal manase- 
ffleht. 

I In Its annual forecast- of buslnejis prospects 
j f or the coming year, the publication has 
■^^ this to say: "Competition will get really 
' rough. Manufacturers will turn on the heat 
ifi wfth more adrerUsIng, contests, premiums, 
demonstrators, fancier retail outlets, pack- 
^.'ages, displays and better-trained salesmen." 
In another section of the forecast^ the 
magazine predicts that the production man- 
pager's problems will be less difficult In 1948. 
"New equipment will be on the Job, labor pro-, 
ductlvl^ Is rising, materials-flow wUl be less 
^erratic- and management methods are 
I smoother." Elsewhere, In discussing labor 
|,relatlons, the forecast states: "With less 
^ndlcals across bargaining tables, collective 
;'bargalnlng will be smoother." 
/ Those two paragraphs may seem to have 
little connection. But let's take a couple more 
Items of reading matter and see what It all 
adds up to. 

- A recent survey shows that many prospec- 
tive automobile buyers are giving up In des- 
, pair or disgust. A year ago, one out of three 
^:car owners told the pollsters that they in- 
:' tended to turn their present auto In on a 
new one. This year the proportion Is one out 
of six. jSlgh prices and slow deliveries were 
tha reason given for the decline. 

' At the same time the trend toward "turn-. 
Ing on the heat." In the manner described by 
Modem Industry, ;ieems to have started. At 
least we notice that one automobile manu- 
faeturer has announced a contest with a slx- 
'i'llgnre jutyoff In cash and. prizes. 

Tbe total cost of that contest won't mean 
much to a big Industry, even figuring It prob- 
; ably will take more than the amount of to^l 
premiums to advertise and run the show. But 
.If the trend In competition Is toward more 
. baliyhoor.'^ and out of the au^ -industry, a 
let of customers are going to be disappointed. 

>' They are going to wonder what has become 
of the old fashioned, dnce-admlred practice 
of trying to market as good a product as one's 
competitor, at a lower price. Maybe It Is a 
casualty of progress and the give-away radio 
quU show. 

U productivity Is going up. If collective bar- 
gaining will be smoother and 1M8' methods 
and management more efficient, wouldn't 
It be nice If manufacturers gave thought to 
' Increased production and lower prices? They 
might entice' back those discouraged ^ould- 
be buyers of cars and other products. 

That is an IdeaUatlo suggestion, we know. 
Basle industries like steel and coal aren't 
going to run prise contests or wrap their pro- 
ducts In fancy packages. New wage demands 
and higher freight rates are In the offing. 
Aid to Europe Is likely to cause some short- 
ages. And even a general price reduction 
probably wouldn't have much effect on food 
costs. 

. Yet we think most people would like to see 
; reviving competition take the form of price 
reductions Instead of more window dressing. 
-They might even settle for price stability. 

ACT NO. 1— POLITICS 
The cmtaJn has gone up on the first act of 
the big show which reaches its climax in the 
election campaigns of IMI

This human-lntereit Incident has current Impor- 
tance now- because it stems that other government 
agcnoles. notably the reconstiucUgn finance corpora- 
Uon and the nmy'navy muntUons board, an not 
oo eager to carry out the Intent of the anU-monopoly 
provision of the war assets law, or to fulfUl FDR's 
purpose. Moreover. It la charged that those agendcA 
are tossing away assets which might bo essential In 
n>y proipecUve conflict with a foreign power. 

The inside stoiy alao assumes unusual timeliness 
because of the utter failure of the recent London 
oonference of foreign ministers, the MushaU report 
on the reasons for the cradt-up of all peace plans and 
the not-so-cold war in which the UnltM States Is 
now engaged WiUi Russia. 

INDEPENDENCE — During the war the government 
advanced mora than 130,000.000 for the construoUon 
of four planta. designed to produce aluminum ^cm 
aeveral procesaes that used domestic days as ■ b'sse. 

With this material ao easentlal for manufacture of' 
planes and many other weapons, the underlying pmv 
pose was to end our. dependence on BrtUsn Oulaaa 
bauxite,- a more efncient base for aluminum, but a 
supply which could be out off at any time by enemy 
eubmsrtaes. 

There were other conslderatlotu In this expansion. 
Alcoa, tor Instance, had a virtual monopoly on the 
British Oulsna source, as well as on domesUo supplies 
of bauxite. As the bureau of mines pointed out. In 
view of an Increasing, postwar demand for the lighter 
metal. "It is only by the continued operaUon of such 
plants that methods are Improved and means found 
which wUl fit them into our peacetime eoonomlo. 
security. 

' Although none of the four plants got Into producUon 
before the cspltulaUon of Oennany and Japan, which 
came sooner than even the military and Industrial 
plannen expected. aU the evidence shows that It was 
intended to oonUnue experlmenlaUon for possible 
oommerolal use of a product manufactured wholly 
fnan domestic ingradlents, even though at the moment 
producUon coats, ran higher than aluminum made 
from imparted bauxite. 

BASTE— Three Of the war plants were disposed 
of almost overnight after V-J day. with both secrecy 
and baste. On and off capltol hlU the suspicion haa 
been aroused that there was too much of both. 

The procedure with respect to surplus property la 
for the RFO to noUfy the army-navy munitions l>oard 
and war assets that ctrtaln federal holdlnga are no 
longer needed for icmmment purpoim and are, there' 
fore. In the oategoir of surplus. If the A-N aeency 
feels that-they ai« required for natltoal defense,' it 
keep* or-laasas them with laqnlremtnts that they bo 
kept In « stand-by state. 

Tht amy-navy groupi however, had no use for the 
first three plants placnt In their custody. They sold 
a plant at Salt Lake to the J. R. SImpIot company 
of •Caldwell, Ida.; one at Harleytvllle, 8. 0„ to the 
Oiailt PorUsnd Cement company of Phlladeli^lB, one 
at Salem, Ore., to the Columbia Metals company. 
None of the buyers Intend, to experiment with alum- 
inum nunufacture. 

SIGNIFICANT— Opponents of this liquidation pro- 
gram think It significant tha$ the chairman of the 
committee on aluminum production of the aluminum 
and magnesium odvisory committee of the army-navy 
munlUons board li I. W. Wilson. They think It even 
more pertinent that he happens to be vice president 
of the Aluminum Company of America. 

m charges which may eventually be laid before 
a federal court, they will try to moke the point. that 
Wilson was chiefly responsible' ttx the hurried dli- 
poslUon of proepecUve Alcoa comptUtors' planta to 
companies which do not intend to make aluminum. 
They will also contend that the munlUoru board, as 
weU as the RFC as reorganlted, larvei private rather 
than naUona] interests. 

ACnON— The RTO and munitions board, howevsr. 
caught a Wyoming tartar when they moved to liqui- 
date the Monolith Portland Midwest company at 
Laramie, Wyo. Just as It wu about to get Into 
production. Monolith got a stop order from the RFC 
which than proceeded to place ita property in the 
hands' of the muniUons board for final disposal. 

But the MonollUila people demonstrated that they 
weren't fooling when they Incorporated under that 
name. They obtained an injunction from a federal 
court prohibiting any removal or ula of their ma- 
chinery fay or to the mimtUons board, on the basis 
of wartime ptomlsas and advances. Including docu- 
menta from the bureau of mints, the wsr producUon 
board and the aolentUlo otganlttUon which hatched 
the atom bomb, they are going to fight an attempt 
to aorsp their plant. 

"Die trial of this aeUon Is set for hearing in the 
federal court at Los Angetts on Jon. 37, 1M8, and 
the whole quetUOD of naUoaal dttense and alleged 
monopoUea' postwar status may be fought out there, 
HeanwhUe, the RFD hai Indicated that it would Uke 
to compnunlse the lltlgaUon in 'order to avoid a 
legal showdown.
